story in Paul Méisner’s inimitable 
words: 

“Breeders of Wisconsin will well 
recall the season of 1934, never to be 
forgotten for its scorching drought. 
That summer some of us from Dun- 
loggin had occasion to go up into 
Wisconsin just to look about. As had 
been our custom for more than five 
years we naturally stopped in at John 
and Charles Wittig at Hartford. We 
saw plenty in the way of drought but 
we also saw a ‘little’ something else. A 
yearling heifer and an old ‘one-horned 
cow’ and also a real old ‘Pop-eyed 
cow’. After three days we finally 
bought two of them but had to leave 
the best one and that was the one 
with the Pop eyes. 

“And here is what they were—the 
yearling, Bonheur Rag Apple Mooie 
(which was a daughter of the Pop- 
eyed cow), and the old one-horned 
cow, Pietertje Della Colantha Mooie, 
full sister to the dam of Follow On 
and later to prove to be the dam of 
the great cow, Colantha Della Mooie 
Pietertje, that came close to winning 
the Aged Cow class at the 1940 Na- 
tional and which cow was by the same 
sire as Bonheur Rag Apple Mooie 
(the little yearling). 

“In the course of time, there came 
a little calf from this Wisconsin year- 
ling. Of course she had no record 
and we had always been pretty ruthless 
on the sons of 2-year-old heifers. But 
this little chap had just a little too 
much class—a little too much of that 
indescribable something to go om his 
way out of the herd. We kept him—we 
kept liking his mother better all the 
time and we could never forget she 
was out of that old Pop-eyed cow 
that we had seen. So we just kept on 
keeping him and by the time we were 
ready to register him we were per- 
plexed for a suitable name. Knowing 
a little something about some of the 
sires in the other breeds and by this 
time thinking so much of this stun- 
ning calf, we naturally aimed high 
and selected ‘Design’ after the great 
Design Fern Oxford, then at the head 
of Crieve Hall Herd and sponsored 
by our good triend Frank Barber.

“So he became Dunloggin Design, 
after one of the greatest Jersey bulls 
that ever lived, but who then could 
have even imagined his daughters 
would be testing like Jerseys later 
when they should come to account for 
themselves!! 


“Then, to upset the whole plan, 
Mark Keeney comes along and thrusts 
solely upon us the responsibility of 
choosing for him another bull to suc- 
ceed Suzone. When you accept such a 
charge, you had better at least feel 
you are pretty near right because 
if wrong the whole world pretty soon 
and dead sure finds it all out. 

“The only thing left to do was— 
to give him the best or none. That 
meant Dunloggin Design.”

There is an incident mentioned in 
the author’s book, ARNEWOOD, in 
connection with Jock McCormack, that 
I should like to quote here: 

“It was while Jock was showing for 
Maytags in 1927 at the Iowa State 
Fair in Des Moines that he approached 
the manager of the Hargrove and 
Arnold herd, who was also showing at 
the same fair. Jock had missed a cer- 
tain heifer in their string that he had 
seen just once before, and had ad- 


mired. That was the previous 
year when she had been beaten in 
Illinois. 


“‘Where’s the little speckled heifer 
you had at Springfield last year?’ he 
asked Ray Arnold. 

“‘She got beat there, didn’t she?’ 
was the laconic reply. “There wasn’t

any use bringing her here this year.’ 
“‘I don’t care for the opinion of one 
judge. She’s the best dom heifer I've 
ever seen!’ Jock exclaimed. ‘Put her 
in your show herd, and fit her up a 
bit. Take my word for it, there's 
nothing can beat her.’ 

“After some time Jock persuaded 
Hargrove and Arnold to go home 
after their senior yearling heifer. 
Their herd was at Norwalk, not far 
from Des Moines. The heifer was tak- 
en right out of the pasture without 
any fitting. She placed third at the 
Iowa State Fair. Her owners were 
thoroughly disgusted, not only with 
the animal but with Jock as well. 

“No use sending her along on the 
big-time circuit,’ they told him, ‘if she 
can’t do better than that at her own 
state fair. We're going to send her 
back to the farm—and for good!’ 

“*Don’t do it!’ Jock said emphati- 
cally. “What of it? She got a raw deal, 
boys. She’s a little thin after just 
calving and showed rather badly to- 
day, but she'll snap out of it; and by 
the time you make the next fair, she'll 
be looking like a million dollars. Give 
her jist one more chance, boys, jist,’ 
he pleaded, using a favorite expres- 
sion of his whenever he wished to 
emphasize his point, ‘and V'll bet you 
she'll not take another beating.’ 

“That heifer was Triane Papoose 
Piebe, and she did not go home after 
this defeat. The Holstein world saw 
her go through that season unde- 
feated anywhere after the Iowa State 
Fair. After the show season was over, 
she became All-American Senior Year- 
ling for 1927. Jock received a box of 
expensive cigars with many thanks 
and apologies from Hargrove and 
Arnold. The following year Triune 
Papoose Piebe was again made All- 
American, and for six years, from the 
time when she was a heifer calf until 
she became an aged cow, she received 
the All-American designation, an hon- 
or never accorded before or since to a 
Holstein female. Eventually she 


brought $11,100 in public sale, and 
went to Mount Victoria Farms, Hud- 
son Heights, Quebec, where she found- 
ed with Johanna Rag Apple Pabst one

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The Early Days of Ormsby Korndyke Lad 


Another Chapter in Holstein History

1 notice in your Holstein-Friesian Foundation (1923) and in your Holstein 
Friesian History (1930) two statements that do not seem to be consistent. 
No. 1 — Page 70 of Foundations—“Opportunity considered, Ormsby Korndyke Lad 
made a showing as a sire that no other bull has ever equalled. During his early 
he was “side-tracked” after one year of service and it was only after the remarka’ 
production of his daughters was observed that he was again pressed into service at 


an advanced age.” 


No. 2—Page 245 of History—“Ormsby Korndyke Lad stood for years at the head of 
the Beaver Dam herd in New York, where most of his great record daughters were 


developed.” 


The apparent inconsistency in two 
statements made by the same authors 
in two different publications, seven 
years apart, was due to our trying to 
say too much in too few words. You 
and perhaps other members of the 
World Family might be interested if 
I put together a few more words to 
try to give you a brief look at the 
early history of the bull that at one 
time was known as the leading sire 
of “1000-Ib.” daughters—meaning, of 
course, daughters with over 800 Ibs. 
fat. At the time of his death in the 
winter of 1921, Ormsby Korndyke Lad 
was acclaimed as the only sire, living 
or dead, of any breed, to have 15 
daughters with records over 1000 lbs. 
butter, as well as the only one to 
have two daughters with milk records 
over 30,000 Ibs., 8 over 25,000 Ibs. or 
15 over 22,000 Ibs. In the short time 
division, out ef only 37 daughters test- 
ed, twenty had made records above 30 
Ibs. butter in seven days. 

As stated in the History, practically 
all of these great records were made 
in the Beaver Dam herd of Julius 
Schmid at Montgomery, N. Y., where, 
as inferred in History he spent the 
last four or five years of his life, al- 
though, as inferred in Foundations, 
it was not until his usefulness was 
nearly over that his greatness was rec- 
ognized. Here is the story of his 
early days. 

Onmsby Korndyke Lad 102469 was 
bred by Harry B. Davis, Chester, N. 
Y. and was born on the Davis farm 
Feb. 3, 1910. His dam was a second 
calf heifer by the name of Polly Posch. 
His sire, King Korndyke Hengerveld 
Ormsby, was a two-year-old bull that 
Mr. Davis had but recently “impor- 
ted” from Minnesota, a son of a

msby, then just nicely started on a 
career that was to bring her the 
proud title of “Mother Ormsby”. 

After Ormsby Korndyke Lad had 
been sampled tentatively in the Harry 
Davis herd and in the nearby Maple 
Knoll herd of H. D. Seeley at Goshen, 
am interest in the bull was sold to 
Tranquillity Farms of New Jersey, one 
of the big breeding establishments 
of that day, where he appears to have 
been used but sparingly; and a little 
later another part interest was acquir- 
ed by Ezra Holbert, Lake, N. Y. 

When the Holbert herd was dis- 
persed, I believe in 1915, the other 
partners persuaded Julius Schmid to 
buy the Holbert interest, and as an 
accomodation to his Orange County 
neighbors, he also purchased five of 
the young daughters of the bull, al- 
though he always used to say that he 
was more impressed by the type of 
the bull himself than he was by the 
early promise of these young daugh- 
ters. 

By this time the pedigree of Orm- 
sby Korndyke Lad had really burst in- 
to bloom. His dam, Polly Posch, had 
made a five-year-old record of 723 Ibs. 
milk in seven days and had averaged 
almost 130 Ibs. a day for 60 days on 
official ARO test, every milking sup- 
ervised. Then she had come back as a 
six-year-old with another 700-lb. milk 
record — the first cow to make two 
such records — and to become one 
the first 34-lb. (butter, of course) 
cows of the breed. Also, out in the 
John B. Irwin herd in Minnesota, 
his sire’s dam, Pietertje Maid Ormsby 
had made a 35-lb. record and had 
broken the world’s record for 30 days, 
while her older son, Sir Pietertje Or- 
msby Mercedes, was already winning 


young cow named Pietertje Maid Or-fame in the Schroeder herd in Minn- 
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esota, his young offspring winning 
first Get of Sire at the National Dairy 
Show in both 1913 and 1914. 

But in spite of all this, Julius 
Schmid was still skeptical. Why, he 
asked himself, could I buy him so 
cheap if he was any good? Why 
would a millionaire establishment like 
Tranquillity, managed by a good cow 
man like Arthur Danks, let him go 
for a song? Why wouldn't a good, sub- 
stantial breeder like Harry Davis 
jump at the chance to buy that ex- 
tra interest? There must be a hole in 
him somewhere, he reasoned. 

And so, for another year or so, Or- 
msby Korndyke Lad stood practically 
idle while Julius Schmid bred his 
good cows to bulls like Sir Prilly Se- 
gis (son of King Segis from one of the 
top daughters of the brood cow, Pril- 
ly) and to young King of the Alcart- 
ras, (son of the “50,000” King Segis 
Pontiac Alcartra from a 344b. dam), 
both pretty good bulls, at that, while 
Harry Davis and Tranquillity were 
more interested in developing their 
sons of Pontiac Korndyke than they 
were in Ormsby Korndyke Lad. 

And that, Mr. Voorhees, is why 
we said he was side-tracked, even 
though he did stand in the Beaver 
Dam herd for the last five years of 
his life. The expression, “stood at the 
head of the herd” was perhaps some- 
what loosely worded, and we will be 
glad to withdraw it and just say he 
“stood”. 

However, after a year or so of this 
standing, his daughters that Julius 
Schmid had purchased with him be- 
gan to show what they could do. One 
made a 20-lb. 2-yr-old record, broke 
the world’s record in the 8-months 
after calving division — and that was 
quite a division, my friend—and finish- 
ed her year with over 725 lbs. fat to 
become one of the first of the “900-Db.” 
2-yr-olds. Another made a 32-lb. butter 
record as a 4-yr-old and the ethers 
all started making exceptional records. 

Julius Schmid needed no further 
convincing. He went out and bought 
every OKL he could get a price on 
and from then on he gave the old 
boy as much service as his advancing 
years would permit. By the time OKL 
died in 1921 they had 50 of his daugh-

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Breeding Health in the Dairy Herd 


Third and concluding installment of Dr. Wilson R. Haubrich’s fine paper given 
at the 1955 Breeders’ Institute of the New York Holstein-Friesian Association 


Artificial Service and Breeding 
Health 


All farmers today are well ac- 
quainted with artificial insemination. 
The use of artificial service has come 
to be both a necessity and a way of 
life for many dairymen. I am dis- 
cussing artificial service as a tool that 
is proving its worth in the dairyman’s 
struggle to maintain breeding health 
and breeding efficiency; therefore it is 
not my intention to expand on the 
pros and cons of the artificial breed- 
ing ring, other than to acknowledge 
the vast amount of know how and in- 
formation constantly coming from 
these units which is so beneficial to 
the progress of breeding difficulties. 
This information which is constantly 
being made available is proving 
equally effective to the breeder who 
maintains his own herd sires but 
uses them artificially. My reason for 
discussing artificial service is that I 
am so firmly convinced of its benefits 
in the correction or by-passing of the 
conditions previously mentioned of 
“vaginitis” and “cervicitis.” Most ma- 
ture cows have some degree of cervic- 
itis or scar tissue in the cervix. Cer- 
vicitis comes from difficult births, re- 
tained placenta, uterine infections or 
metritis, other non-specific vaginal in- 
fections and cervical abuses. I do not 
feel it is warranted in either time or 
money expended to treat in any 
other way these posterior genital tract 
involvements. Artificial service alone 
will mechanically transport the semen 
past these areas of trouble and they 
then are of no other importance. 
Also it is only through the use of 
artificial service that we can ade- 
quately prevent the spread of ven- 
ereal diseases common to the cow by 
the use of antibiotic treatment of 
semen. Artificial service sounds like 
almost too simple a procedure to be 
rated very high on the list of aids to 
conception but I do feel that it alone, 
with all the different ways we can use 
it, is one of the most important and 
useful tools we have to work with. 


Vibriosis — Our Worst Problem 


“Vibriosis” commonly spoken of as 
“Vibrio” and caused by the Vibrio 
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Foetus, motile organism is probably 
the most important, and accounts for 
the greatest amount of sterility that 
we deal with today. It is too often 
referred to as Vibrionic abortion 
when actually the abortion phase in 
most herds is the least important 
manifestation of this disease. We 
cannot, however, forget the abortion 
side of the problem, because it is of- 
ten the means whereby the farmer 
first realizes he is having a problem. 
However, the lowered conception 
rate is the most disturbing feature to 
most of us and probably costs the 
average dairyman the most dollars. 
According to most research work more 
than 50% of impaired fertility of 
cattle in the east is caused by Vibrio 
Foetus organism. I find this to be true 
in my practice. The organism is 
primarily transmitted as a venereal 
disease, but can be spread to the 
genital tract of the male or female by 
mechanical means. 


We are all becoming more increas- 
ingly aware of this mechanical means 
of spreading as better processes are 
developed to insure the destroying 
of the organism in the semen sample. 
The stable fly, the switching of tails, 
the body contact and probably the 
worst offender it the very essential 
curry and body brush. It is felt that 
the cleaning of one cow's tail of its 
mucous collection and the deposit of 
organisms is very likely carried to the 
next cow and planted at the precise 
location where she is most easily in- 
fected. This disease may manifest 
itself by the slow means where only a 
few animals are bothered each year in 
a herd, or it may occur as a storm and 
break out in cattle all over the barn. 


We are now beginning to see a pat- 
tern of immunity which lasts from 
five to six years. One can follow a 
program of do nothing, which will 
allow full immunization to establish 
itself, but this is the expensive and 
damaging way; or one can practice 
antibiotic theraphy in order to correct 
that condition. The antibiotic way is 
less costly and most effective, as less ex- 
tensive damage results to the genital 
tract, however, we also feel it prob- 
ably results in less lasting immunity. 


Treatment of Semen 


When we are fortunate enough to 
be called in early in the course of the 
disease, we can resort to antibiotic 
aids to eradicate the disease in the 
temale. In the male, the actual elim- 
ination of the organism is more dif- 
ficult, if at all possible or practical. It 
has now been stated that once a bull 
is infected he will always be a_per- 
manent carrier. The program of 
choice in the male is to treat the 
artificially collected sample of semen 
with a 1-1500 to 1-2000 solution of 
dihydrostreptomycin and_ penicillin. 
both antibiotics are important, as 
combined they destroy a wide range 
or organisms. It is the dihydrostrep- 
tomycin which is effective against 
Vibrio. Today this is best accom- 
plished for the on-the-farm-use of 
semen by using one or two small tab- 
lets, especially prepared by Ortho 
Pharmaceutical Company for this use, 
to be placed in their 15 c.c. vial of 
Ortho Semen diluter. These tablets 
are usually placed in the vial of di- 
luter and shaken until the tablets are 
dissolved. Then the semen is added 
to the mixture of diluter and anti- 
biotics and allowed to stand at room 
temperature or in a water bath of 90 
degrees F. for one before re- 
frigeration. The vial should be in- 
verted 3 - 4 times during this period 
so that all the sperm and organisms 
are in contact with the antibiotic. 
This is an important procedure, as 
with the older method of prompt re- 
frigeration and standing in the re- 
frigerator 6 - 8 hours before using, 
they were still able, in some samples, 
to recover in the laboratory, some liv- 
ing organisms which did account for 
a slight spread of this disease. So 
far as we know they are not able to 
recover organisms with _ this 
technique.

Also today it does seem important 
to deal with the “dilution factor.” 
This “dilution factor’ means we 
should discard some of the good 
semen we collect and possibly only 
use 1 cc. to 2 c.c. of fresh, micro- 
scopically examined semen to add to 
the 15 c.c. of Ortho diluter. By the 
use of this “dilution factor” we do 
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from the onset reduce the number of 
organisms we have to destroy and 
also if something goes wrong with the 
antibiotic we theoratically could be 
introducing into the cow a_ sub-in- 


fective size dose of organisms. The 
reason for the change from cold stor- 
age for eight hours to warm storage 
for one hour is that the dihydrostrep- 
tomycin is not effective at refrigerator 
temperatures. I presume I should 
point out that after the one hour, the 
diluted semen should then be stored 
at refrigerator 


temperature to pre- 
serve. 
Treatment of the Female 
Ihe treatment of the female is 


accomplished by infusing the uterus 
with a combination of from 1-2 grams 
of dihydrostreptomycin plus .05 to 
one million units of penicillin. This 
mixture is diluted in 30-100 c.c. of 
sterile distilled water. It should be 
warmed to body temperature at the 
time of infusion. At that time it is 
deposited into the body of the uter- 
us and massaged by hand well up into 
each horn of the uterus. These in- 
fusions can be made at any time in 
the estrus cycle. More recently the 
practice has been to infuse the uterus 
at 12-24 hours following service or 
even upete-the fourth day following 
heat without interfering with preg- 
nancy and thereby increasing the 
chance for conception at that heat pe- 
riod. As was said before, every heat 
does cost good money and with this 
procedure, we can use each one. The 
lower volume of distilled water is used 
on the post-service infusion. 


The Vibriosis Test 


Vibriosis is best diagnosed in the 
laboratory by the use of the new 
tampon together with the blood test 
and by the recovery of the organisms 
from the aborted foetus. The so- 
called new tampon test consists of in- 
serting a sterile roll of gauze into the 
area of the cervix entrance and leav- 
ing it there for 20-30 minutes. Then 
withdrawing this tampon as asep- 
tically as is possible after it has ab- 
sorbed the mucous from the cervical 
region, where most of the organisms 
live. This tampon is then deposited 
in a vial of phenolized saline solu- 
tion, as a preservative, and sent into a 
laboratory for testing for the same 
type of agglutinins which would be 
tested for in the blood. In making 
the diagnosis by means of physical 
signs alone, we must depend on the 
long irregular heat cycles and the 
usual presence of the doughy tone of 
the uterus. These long irregular 
heat cycles so indicative of Vibriosis 
are in contrast to the regular, less 
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long cycles of delayed ovulation. 
These long irregular cycles are more 
apt to be from 26-30 days. 

Dairymen should be warned that 
they should not be too hasty in 
getting rid of the aborting cow. The 
disease is not easily spread with good 
sanitation practices in force and the 
aborting cow usually develops a good 
immunity which makes her an asset 
and prolongs her useful life in the 
herd. 

We seem to have arrived at a point 
in this dairy cow business that the 
fruit and potato grower reached sev- 
eral years ago and which none of us 
are very proud of. We find ourselves 
in the position of having to use anti- 
biotics on both semen and for in- 
fusion into the uterus in order to 
grow a crop of calves as the fruit man 
has to spray in order to grow his crops. 


Leptospirosis 


Another disease we do hear more 
about, more all the time, is Lepto- 
spirosis. ‘This apparently is quite a 
prevalent disease and we all must be 
more aware of it. Primarily this dis- 
ease affects the make her 
actually ill and does often cause a 
marked drop in production with a 
tint of brown or reddishness to the 
milk as well as the urine. But 
strangely enough some do not, ap- 
parently, become sick but do have 
the prevalent symptom of this dis- 
ease, which is abortion. The organ- 
ism apparently does not affect di- 
rectly the genital tract but does cause 
abortion through its toxic action on 
the developing calf. So because this 
disease does cause a high rate of abor- 
tion, I thought it well I should men- 
tion it to you. 

In conclusion I would like to point 
out what you have already heard me 
say. There are many problems in 
infertility and fertility that we do 
know considerable about and 
much we have yet to learn. It is true 
though that you and your veterin- 
arian can deal with most any problem 
you will encounter and do it well. 
I have often said that if we have only 
a few tools to work with, I would 
choose a fertile bull as number one 
on the list. Then use this bull by the 
use of artificial service and treat his 
semen with antibiotics and _ by-pass 
some of the troubles in the cow. Then 
resort to antibiotic infusion of the 
cows’ uterus when it is involved or 
following the second or certainly the 
third mating. From these three alone 
most all problem herds or cows could 
be dealt with effectively. There will 
be a fourth tool to work with but, 
will surely be the minority of cows 
involved, and that is the hormone

aids to balance deficiencies found in 
the cystic cows and those with de- 
layed ovulation. Last but not least 
will be the keeping of good records 
in a permanent book where they can 
be used. 

This is the concluding installment 
of Dr. Haubrich’s discussion. The pre- 
ceding sections appeared in our two 
issues preceding.

Its overall 
dimensions are 8!% by 11 inches. It’s 
two-fold accordion-type layout brings 
it down to business envelope (or 
coat-pocket) size. 

According to present plans, it will 
be used primarily as a promotional 
item at fairs, meetings and similar 
events where wide distribution of 
breed literature is deemed advisable. 
It can also be used as an enclosure 
type mailing piece. 

Reverse printing (white on _ red) 
on the front flap plus strategically- 
spotted red captions throughout com- 
bine with seven outstanding photo- 
graphs to increase the leaflet’s attrac- 
tiveness for either purpose. 

It opens with a brief discussion of 
the many reasons why registered Hol- 
steins “fit the farm and fit the mar- 
ket”. The closing paragraphs are de- 
voted to the current trend to regis- 
tered Holsteins. 

In between, attention is directed to 
the breed’s famed ability to convert 
grass into milk and to the all-impor- 
tant fact that, no matter how produc- 
tion is measured, registered Holsteins 
lead all others. 

Based on the consistent U.S.D.A. 
finding that farmers tend to consult 
other farmers before adopting new 
practices, another section of the leaf- 
let urges owners of grade herds to 
visit dairymen who milk registered 
Holsteins for a living. 

The attractiveness of “The Way to 
Profitable Dairying” plus its dollars 
and sense approach to the registered 
Holstein idea should make it most 
useful in breed promotion work in all 
parts of the country—H.F.A.A.

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How Holstein Associations and Their Members 


Can Cooperate in the 4-H Programs 


Four-H Club work is a part of the 
broad program of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and the 
nation’s land grant colleges. The Co- 
operative Agricultural Extension 
Service administers the program in 
each State. County extension workers 
are responsible for the supervision 
of all 4-H Club work in the counties. 

Many organizations cooperate with 
the Extension Service in conducting 
the 4-H program. Among these are 
the State and county dairy and breed 
associations. 

To obtain the greatest benefits and 
to avoid confusion, breeders or asso- 
ciations developing activities or 
events involving 4-H Club members 
on a State or district basis will want 
to work with the State 4H Club 
office. Likewise, county breeders and 
breed associations will want to work 
with the county extension workers in 
planning and conducting county or 
local activities and events involving 
1-H Club members in achieving the 
following objectives of the 4-H dairy 
program. 

1. To develop leadership and help 
achieve the broad 4H objectives of 
character and effective citizenship. 
To acquire information and an un- 
derstanding of dairy production 
practices and skill in executing them 
through the ownership and care of 
one or more dairy animals. 

3. To understand the full meaning of 
cleanliness and sanitation as applied 
to the production and care of milk 
and dairy products, and to practice 
these principles at home as well as 
demonstrate them in the community. 

t. To learn to appreciate the nutritive 
value of dairy products and promote 
their greater use in the family and 
community. 

». To develop sportsmanship, ability to 
cooperate and to speak in public 
through participation in related 
activities such as demonstrations, 
judging, tours or exhibiting. 

6. To become acquainted with the pro- 
cesses of marketing dairy products 
and to contribute to the improve- 
ment of the dairy industry in one’s 
own community. 

7. To learn to appreciate the contribu- 
tion of science and its application to 
the dairy industry. 

The 4-H Club program needs the 
help of breeders of dairy cattle and 
their organizations. These are some 
Ways to assist: 


1. As State Association: 


1. Appoint a representative or com- 
mittee to counsel with the State 4-H 
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Club Department on items relating 
to the 4-H dairy club program. 

2. Together they will develop sugges 
tions in keeping with 4-H policies as 
to the part State, district and county 
associations can play in developing a 
stronger 4-H dairy program 

3. Encourage district and county asso 
ciations to appoint a representative 
or committee to work with the 
county extension personnel in fur- 
thering the county and local 4-H 
dairy program. 

4. Assist in making available to 4-H 
Club members good quality heifers at 
reasonable prices. This should be 
done on a county or district basis as 
conditions warrant. This is prefer- 
able to having a few heifers avail- 
able to 4-H members at a State-wide 
breed sale. 

5. Assist in providing information for 
4-H Dairy members through events 
such as field days and judging con- 
tests sponsored by the breed associa- 
tion. 

6. Provide recognition for work well 
done which includes consideration to 
tH Club members who keep and 
secure creditable milk and butter-fat 
production records. 


ll. As District Or 
Associations: 


County Breed 


1. Appoint a district or county 4- 
H Club committee or designate one 
breeder in each county who will: 

a. Contact county extension agents and 
4-H Club Committee to determine 
how they can best help promote 4-H 
dairy work in county. 

b. Assist in locating suitable heifers. 

c. Give 4-H members interested in se- 
lecting heifers guidance on kind of 
heifer to select.

Che annual meeting of the Liv- 
ingston County Holstein Association 
in Michigan included the honoring of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robin Carr and their 
Rainbow Herd, celebrating their 50th 
anniversary with Registered Hol 
steins. 

The evening's potluck supper was 
unusually elaborate with a number of 
special anniversary cakes. The mem- 
bers were happy with their out-of- 
town guests, which included Prof. N. 
P. Ralston, head of M.S.U. Dairy 
Dep’t., O. F. Foster, National Director, 
Herb Miller, State Ass’n., Pres., Rus- 
sell Miller, Nat'l Fieldman, C. B. 
Smith and their wives and other good 
friends. Mark Curdy and Jay Tooley, 
both of Howell, represented the breed- 
ers of 50 years ago. The first county 
association was formed in 1910 with 
Mark Curdy, Pres.; H. W. Norton, Jr., 
Sec. and Robin Carr, one of the Di- 
rectors. 


\n interesting letter was read from 
H. W. Norton, Jr. His ancestors were 
pioneers in Livingston County and 
his father one of the first Hol- 
stein breeders. His letter uncovered 
for the present generation much in- 
teresting and unknown history of 
early days. It read by George 
Robb and is quoted in part—‘‘Hol

stein-Friesians were first brought into 
the county in 1880 by W. K. Sexton of 
Howell, early importer and a breeder 


of Holsteins until his death in 1917. 


Robin Carr's first registered animal 
was purchased of Frank Crandall in 
1905. And between the years of 1880 
and 1910 (when Robin joined the na 
tional association) 40 Livingston 
County Breeders had built herds and 
joined the National Association. There 
were 250 breeders of Holsteins in the 
county and 50 enthusiastic breeders 
formed the charter members of the first 
Livingston County association in 1910. 
A letter then from National Secretary 
Frederick L. there 


Houghton stated 
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were more breeders receiving their 
mail at Howell than from any other 
post office in the United States—quite 
a tribute to the county. With a milk 
condensery in Howell, Holstein breed- 


ing had a natural impetus and ex- 


pansion with attending enthusiasm 
and by 1914 there were 122 county 


members with names on the directory 
of an 88 page catalog gotten out as a 
county and breeder advertising med- 
ium. 3000 copies of this catalog were 
printed. At one time 4 different con- 
signment sale companies were operat- 
ing from the Holstein Sale Pavilion 
on the Howell Fair Grounds. 


In those days all the testing was 
for 7 days and all breeders’ aims were 
for a 30 Ib. cow (30 Ibs. of butter, 24 
Ibs. of fat). The first 3 records made 
were in order by F. W. Munson, H. 
W. Norton & Son and M. J. McPher- 
son, all of Howell. It was a common 
sight to see from one to a half dozen 
breeders or testers on the streets of 
Howell at one time with their jugs 
of acid. 


The 50 year record in the Register- 
ed Holstein business is given to but 
few men in any breeding line and 
Mr. Carr says that impersonal circum- 


stances too often had more control 
over the record than he did. About 
1910 he had 3 sisters of Crescent 


Beauty Butter Maid, carrying from 
to % of her blood. They were bred 
2 miles away by his friend and counse- 
lor Morsey Shorman. A little later, an 
older son of Hengerveld DeKol was 
purchased in New York state and the 
Butter Boys and Hengervelds were 
mated back and forth until their pedi- 
grees were intertwined. The results 
were more or less good, but not good 
enough. In this line in 1926 came 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 56th to start 
things rolling in both the Carr herd 
and the L. D. Coffey herd, another 
neighbor and fellow Holstein “crony”.

His 
first 19 firstcalf daughters in that 
herd set up a record unequalled at 
that time of 592 lbs. of fat. He sold 
to American Scientific Breeders for 
$11,000, a high price for Holsteins in

In Washbon’s Sire Guide for 1951, 
Rainbow Sir Bess Rose and Rainbow 
Captain Bold were in 4th and 6th 
places on their son’s daughter's pro- 
duction. Rainbow Captain Bold, in 
terms of numbers of sons, has been in 
first place or near the top each year 
since. Today he has 30 proven 
(24 plus and 6 minus) at an average 
of 482 Ibs. fat on the daughters, plus 
50 lbs. fat over their dams. The aver- 
age of all Rainbow proven bulls runs 
about the same with 34 plus and 8 
minus.

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HARRY YATES 


Harry Yates, former National Direc- 
tor of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America and long a leader in the 
business life of Buffalo, N. Y., died 
February 11 at his Orchard Park home. 
He was 86 years of age. He had been 
seriously ill for about 6 weeks, but had 
been active in his business affairs to 
that time. 


Born in Rochester, N. Y. he started 
his business career in that city at the 
age of 21, but removed to Buffalo in 
1892 as president of the Buffalo Ice 
Co. He became active also in the 
railroad, coal and steel industries and 
had large investments in the hotel in 
dustry. He owned the Lafayette in 
Buffalo, and was a large stockholder in 
the Commodore and Waldorf-Astoria 
hotels in New York City, disposing ol 
the latter more recently to the Hilton 
interests. Many other business interests 
also claimed his attention, including 
bank directorships. 


He was one of the group that 
financed the Pan-American Exposition 
in Buffalo, N. Y. in 1901. That same 
year he bought his first farm property 
in the Town of Orchard Park. ‘The 
purpose was to provide a pasture for 
lame horses used in his coal and ice 
business. Recognizing the future possi 
bilities as the Buffalo might 
grow in this direction he expanded 
his farm properties, owning at 
time 3500 acres. He liked the area so 
well that he built a home and moved 


to Orchard Park in 1912.

The American Dairy Association 
is governed by dairy farmers 
elected by and from its member- 
ship. Each member state has a 
state organization which chooses its 
own officers and elects delegates to 
the national governing body.

Day to day 
business is carried on from execu- 
tive headquarters in Chicago by a 
headquarters stalf. 

The American Dairy Association 
budget for 1956 will be invested in 


television, radio, newspaper, and 
magazine advertising, plus re 
search, merchandising and public 


relations. 


DOES THE PROGRAM WORK? 
When final figures are in, they will 
show that per capita consumption 
of fluid milk for 1955 as sold 
through normal retail channels in- 
creased 3 to 4 quarts per person. In 
1955, per capita consumption of 
butter and ice cream also increased. 
Government purchase of surplus 
dairy products in 1955 dropped al- 
most 509% below the 1954 level in 
spite of a more than one billion 
pound increase in milk production. 
Market studies made by indepen- 
dent research organizations indicate 
that more families are buying 
butter.

ters at Beaver Dam and their World 
advertisements of that time stated that 
they had sold at least 50 of his sons 
to head good herds. 

During these years the big news in 
the Holstein industry was the neck 
and neck race between OKL and his 
“uncle”, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, for the title of “Leading Sire 
of 1,000-lb. daughters,” meaning but- 
ter, of course, not fat. It was a see- 
saw race, first one leading, then the 
other. When OKL died he was in the 
ead, 15 to 14, but the race was far 
from over. By the time Holstein- 
Friesian History was published (1930) 
OKL had moved his score up to 2] 
while Sir Piet had been left at the 
post with 16, but the family honor 
had been saved by a son of Sir Piet- 
name of 37th—who had moved into 
the van with a grand total of 22 
daughters over 1000 Ibs. butter — a 
record that some predicted might nev- 
er be equalled. How little we knew! 

Those were the days, the mad, ex- 
citing, turbulent twenties, before we 
knew about mature equivalent and 
dam-daughter comparisons and when 
sire proving meant getting lots and 
lots of thousand-pound daughters. 
And just think what Julius Schmid 
could have done with a chest of froz- 
en semen from Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad! 


University of Wisconsin veterinary 
scientists report encouraging results 
in prevention of ketosis in dairy cat- 
tle by feeding certain paper mill by- 
products. These are sodium and cal- 
cium salts of lignosulfonic and wood 
sugar acids. The tests were made by 
the Marathon Corporation, paper 
manufacturers, and covered more 
than 2,000 cows in 83 Marathon Coun- 
ty, Wis., herds. The test feedings ap- 
parently were 80% effective. In 1954 
these herds reported 259 cases of 
ketosis. In 1955 when the paper mill 
products were fed at 2 to 4% of the 
ration only 41 cases were detected. In 
neighboring counties ketosis was as 
prevalent as in previous years. The 
new preventive material is being 
tested further by the Marathon Cor- 
poration and it is expected these by- 
products will be put on the market 
soon.

Inspector J. 4. Fairchild of Berwick, 
Pennsylvania handled the program, this 
being his first work in the Dakotas. In 
South Dakota 283 animals were rated 
for the first time and an additional 29 
animals were raised from their previous 
rating. (Of 317 previously classified ani- 
mals observed, 29 were raised to a higher 
rating or roughly about 10% were raised 
on this trip.) 

In all there were 35 herds in South 
Dakota visited by the inspector. Of these 
9 were stops to check daughters of sires 
up for Silver Medal type rating.
